But 
when information does get out 
the department feels it is better 
to say what the facts are than to 
refuse’ to do so, he added. 
The suspension of Davies and 
Clubb had become _§ generally 
known among reporters befo 
the department. made its fo 
disclosure. 
Acheson was then asked wheth- 
er there were only two suspen- 
sions under the new application 
of the statute. He first replied 
there were only the two. Later he 
corrected this at the suggestion of 
an aid to say that more have 
been suspended but that the num- 
ber and the names of the persons 
are not given out except in re- 
sponse to inquiry about specific 
cases. 

Hearings This Month. 

Davies’s hearing has been set 
for July 23 and Clubb’s for 
July 31. 

In a statement, the department 
said suspension of the two offi- 
cers was mandatory under the 
law once it had been determined 
that “security charges should be 
preferred and formal hearings 
conducted.” The department em- 
phasized its action did not carry 
any implication of guilt pending 
outcome of the hearings.

If his suggestion were adopted, 
Kerth said, it might be necessary 
for St. Louis Public Service Co. 
to give extended service to distant 
county sections during rush per- 
iods besides providing transpor- 
tation to the “key” points. 

Kerth said he felt his company 
would be in a better position than 
the city utility to provide the 
feeder-type service because of a 
“lower cost per mile” operation. 
Another proposal by Kerth 
was that transportation engineers 
should be employed to make a 
complete study of the city-county 
transit situation. 

Emergency Fare Hike. 

St. Louis County Transit Co. 
was granted an emergency fare 
increase recently by the Missouri 
Public Service Commission. The 
increase, which included a rise 
in minimum cash Begr from 10 
cents to 15 and-a new weekly 
pass, became effective June 30. 
The commission also has auth- 
orized abandonment of the Brent- 
wood bus line by the county util- 
ity, but officials of the cities con- 
cerned said they will seek a new 
ruling. The Brentwood line is a 
shuttle service starting in Rich- 
mond Heights and cutting across 
Maplewood to Brentwood.

WASHINGTON, July 13 (AP)— 
Secretary of State Dean Acheson 
indicated today he feels any Ko- 
rean armistice should be based 
on the present battle lines rather 
than on.the.thirty-eighth parallel. 

At a news conference, Acheson 
also fully indorsed Gen. Matthew 
B. Ridgway’s demand on the Com- 
munists for a completely neutral 
zone at Kaesong and for full free- 
dom of movement to and from 
that armistice negotiation city. 

The Secretary of State said it 
is impossible to carry out free ne- 
gotiations without complete re- 
ciprocity and where one party has 
freedom of movement and another 
has not. 

The question of a truce line 
came up when Acheson was re- 
minded that during the Senate 
MacArthur hearings several weeks 
ago he had said he believed -a 
settlement of the war on the thir- 
ty-eighth parellel would constitute 
a victory for the United Nations.

A 
sharp current has added to the 
damage by gouging out large areas 
of topsoil, he said. 

A flash flood near Cadet, Mo., 
last night washed out Missouri 
Pacific railroad tracks and stalled 
three crack trains from Texas, 
carrying about 700 passengers, 
which were due in St. Louis this 
morning.

The gist of the decision is that 
union security—or union shcp— 
contract provisions are illegal if 
they were ratified by employes 
in elections held during periods 
when the CIO or AFL officials 
were balking at signing non-Com- 
munist affidavits. The union shop 
requires workers to be union 
members, or be fired. 

Congress in the Taft-Hartley 
law allowed employes and unions 
to negotiate the union shop only 
if employes signified that they 
wanted such an arrangement in 
an NLRB-conducted election. An- 
other part of the law requires 
union officers to sign non-Com- 
munist affidavits before the 
NLRB may hold eight a union 
shop election or an election to 
get bargaining rights. 

For a long time the NLRB re- 
quired affidavits only from offi- 
cers of unions coming to it for 
help. But the Supreme Court, in 
a recent ruling, held that the law 
méant that officers of the parent 
AFL and CIO must sign too, or 
no AFL or CIO union could do 
business with the NLRB.

NEW. YORK, July 13 (UP)— 
Unbeaten Rocky Marciano, the 
Brockton dynamiter who blasted 
out Rex Layne of Utah in the 
sixth round, began moving his ex- 
plosives toward Joe Louis and 
Heavyweight Champion Ezzard 
Charles today, 
+ “We want Louis or Charles as 
his next opponent,” declared Man- 
ager Marty Weill, still deliriously 
elated at Rocky’s. upset knockout 
victory over the highly-touted 
Layne at 35 seconds of the sixth 
round last night. 
Stocky, swarthy Marciano of 


Brockton, Mass., achieved his thir- 
ty-first knockout in 36 straight 
victories ‘before 12,565 surprised 
fans in Madison Square Garden 
with a looping right to the chin 
that dropped Layne as if he had 
been shot. 

Chunky, fair-skinned Layne— 
bleeding from a six-stitch gash on 
his left brow, from his nose and 
from his mouth, and with two 
teeth knocked out and his bridge- 
work smashed—lay on his left 
side with knees slightly drawn up 
as Referee Mark Conn tolled’ the 
count of 10 above him. 

Rocky Sailing All the Way. 
Before the 11-5 favorite suf- 
fered the first knockout and‘ the 
second defeat of his career of 38 
fights, he had been staggered 
twice in the first round, once in 
the third and once in the fifth. 
And he had been on the canvas 
in the fourth round in a half- 
knockdown resulting from a right 
to the body, accompanied by a 
wrestling bump. Only his gloves 
and one knee touched the canvas 
then. . 
The wild-hooking 26-year-old 
Italian from Brockton over- 
whelmed 23-year-old Layne at 
close quarters so effectively that 
Rex never won a round on the 
United Press score sheet, although 
he fought on even terms in the 
first session. 

Layne had been favored be- 
cause of victories over Jersey Joe 
Walcott and Bob Satterfield; alsd 
because he outweighed Marciano, 
193 pounds to 1854. 

Moreover, Marciano had .been 
called a “hot house” fighter whose 
perfect record was built up at the 
expense of lesser known foes. Be- 
fore last night the only “name” 
fighter he had beaten was Roland 
La Starza of New York. He 
gained a split 10-round decision 
over La Starza March 24, 1950, 

Good Lesson, Says Manager. 
Layne had no excuses. He 
merely said, “I didn’t feel good.” 
But Manager Marv Jensen ex- 
plained Rex had been careless in 
dropping his left glove too low 
and a leaving his head open 
to rights 
Jensen said, “this will be a good 
lesson, like the lesson Joe Louis 
got in his first fight with Max 
Schmeling. He’ll learn to keep 
his left up. He’ll rest for a couple 
of months, and then continue 
fighting.” 

Although the bout was neither 
televised nor broadcast to the 
general public, it drew only 12,- 
565 fans and $73,190—about half | 
what had been expected. In addi- 
tion to the gate, the International 
Boxing Club received $10,000 for 
piping the bout to 11 theaters in 
eight cities. 

Marciano, getting 30 per cent, 
will receive about $18,000 from | 
the net gate and theater money. 
Layne’s 25 on cent will approxi- 
mate $15,000

‘When this fact became clear, the men charged —

What was fair for one side was fair for the 
other. Gen. Ridgway’s command cleared the 
U.N. press detail and a group of 20 corre- 
spondents set out only to be turned back by 
Communist armed guards nine miles from 
Kaesong. 


Why should the Communist negotiators object . 


to having U.N. correspondents in the Kaesong 
area when they themselves have their news and 
radio propagandists even though they be in 
military uniform, on hand and at work? 

Most Americans, we believe, would be satis- 
fied to have it either way—with correspondents 
present or with them barred for the first talks 
to arrange the cease-fire. But anyone can see 
that something is out of joint when the Commu-, 
nists set a condition against the U.N. forces 
which they themselves in effect do not abide by. 


This difference need not hold up the cease- 
fire talks for long. If the Communists are given 
to understand from the start that the U.N. nego- 
tiators will insist on equal treatment and fair- 
ness, time and trouble will be saved later on. 

On the other hand, if the Communists find 
they can get away with one inequality, they will 
in all probability try a bigger one the next time. 

The present standstill may actually prove to 
be a gain on the road to a truce. Along with 
the overwhelming number of Americans, the 
Post-Dispatch hopes that it will. 

But capitulation to the Communists in Round 
One at Kaesong would never, in our opinion, 
advance us toward the goal of peace. The 
Berlin airlift and other experiences with the 
Kremlin since 1945 should have taught that 
lesson. 
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Toward Bi-state Civil Defense 


One certainty among the many uncertainties 
eonnected with civil defense is that no city 
would be able to cope with the consequences 
of an atomic raid through its own efforts alone. 
On that point the experts, who are of two 
schools of thought on many phases of civil 
defense, agree. For St. Louis and many other 
cities which lie near state borders, interstate 
compacts of mutual aid are therefore of the first 
order of importance. 

Raymond Tucker’s announcement that St. 
Louis is going right ahead with reciprocal ar- 
rangements on the Illinois side of the Missis- 
sippi river is therefore a most encouraging de- 
velopment. An early conclusion of such ar- 
rangements is desirable because so much of 
the detail of planning cannot be done until 
the authorities know what combined resources 
they have to plan for using. The recent enact- 
ment of the Missouri Civil Defense Act leaves 
still another reason for early negotiation of 
mutual aid agreement with. Illinois cities and 
the state of Illinois. 

That reason is that the adequacy of the Mis- 
souri act with respect to interstate compacts is 
still in doubt. The act omits some of the detail 
customarily included in the legislation of other 
states, and there is a question whether this 
state could compensate another for men ahd 
equipment used in coming to the aid of one of 
its cities. Actual negotiations should go far 
toward settling any doubts on the point. As 
soon as possible, Missourians should know 
whether they are possessed of the legal basis 
for interstate arrangements, or whether their 
Legislature has more work to do before ft has 
finished its civil defense job. 
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A Nice Diversionary Tactic

_ The Legislature’s Business 
The case for a four-year state medical school 
in Columbia—as well as the case against those 
who want it in Kansas City—was well presented 
before the legislative committee by Powell B. 


McHaney, president of the board of curators of- 


the University of Missouri. But this did not set- 
tle the all too. long debated question. Next 
month the ‘committee is going to-Kansas City to 


listen to the opposition. In all probability, even. 
further efforts to locate the school in that city 


will be made beyond the committee stage. 

So it is worth considering the argument of 
Representative Warren Hearnes, Charleston 
Democrat, that the location of the school is 
none of the Legislature's business. It should 
decide whether Missouri needs a medical school; 


and, if so, it should appropriate the money-to 


build it. The location, howevér, should be de- 


cided by the curators in whom the State Con- 
stitution vests the government of the university. . 


This is a good point. Does the Legislature really 
have the right to make the decision each time 
the university adds a course to its curriculum? 
And does it have the right to say where that 
course shall be taught? 

Of course, the case need not rest on this nar- 
row legal point. It should be obvious by now 
that at Columbia the medical school would 
jhave the advantage of close association with 
the other scientific faculties of the university, 
an advantage of the utmost importance in these 
days when biology, chemistry and the other 
sciences are contributing so much to medical 
knowledge and practice. Equally obvious is the 
need of rural Missouri for a good general hos- 
pital such as would be established in connec- 
tion with the new school. Most important, how- 
ever, is the state’s need for more doctors. They 
cannot be trained overnight and the Legislature 
should not make Missouri wait even longer by 


listening indefinitely to special pressure groups. ° 
Instead, it should help the university get on 


with its neglected job of medical education. 
That is the Legislature’s business. 
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A License to Arrest Decay 
With Gov. Smith’s signature on the land 
clearance agency bills, St. Louis has acquired 
an indispensable tool for its redevelopment 
program. 

The new state law permits municipalities to 
establish land clearance agencies, and permits 
urban redevelopment corporations to acquire 
land from those agencies. Legal doubts about 
the agency’s authority to receive federal grants 
have been removed. 

Thus the way is open for a three-pronged 
attack on slums. Federal aid should make it 
possible for the St. Louis land agency to act on 


_ @ broad scale. With such aid, the agency can 


acquire slum land and clear it of its present 
dilapidated structures. Urban redevelopment 
corporations, privately financed, can then ac- 
quire the cleared land from the agency and 
use it for the construction of modern housing. 
The fusion of federal funds, municipal authority 
and private capital. promises to provide an ef- 
fective instrument to arrest urban decay. 

Enabling legislation, however, only enables. 
Now the task is to galvanize municipal energies 
for an immediate start on the redevelopment 
adventure. At least one urban redevelopment 
corporation, intended to rebuild the plaza dis- 
trict downtown, is ready to go. Land clearance 
planning, on an interim basis, is already under 
way. The time has come to put oh steam. 
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Third Senator for the County 

The new redistricting plan for the Missouri 
Senate is not ideal, but it will reduce by one 
vote the unjust rural domination of that legis- 
lative chamber. St. Louis county will have three 
State Senators instead of two, and the rural 
areas will lose one seat. Since this was re- 
quired by the State Constitution, following 1950 
census returns, the special redistricting commit- 
tee did no more than it had to do. 

Under the plan the metropolitan areas of the 
state—St. Louis, St. Louis county and Jackson 
county—will have 14 Senators instead of only 
13. The rest of the state,,which is largely rural, 
will have 20 Senators fristead of 21. However, 
this gives the urban regions only 41 per cent 
of the Senate seats, though they contain 48 
per cent of the population. 

It would have been fairer to give the metro- 
politan districts 15 Senators and the rural areas 
19. In fact, St. Louis County could legally have 
beetl given two more Senators. But then Jack- 
son County would have had a similar claim to 
another seat. ‘That would have reduced the 
rural plurality in the Senate to only two votes, 
instead of the present eight, the projected six, 
or the ideal four. 

The redistricting commission would not buy 
that idea, and how could it be expected to do 
so? As named by Gov. Smith, this commission 
of 10 did not include a single member from 
metropolitan Missouri. So. it did only what it 
legally had to do. But if St. Louis County con- 
tinues its. phenomenal growth, the balance in 
the Senate will be upset again 10 years hence. 
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Reverse Gear Again 

Gov. Smith has gone into another fast -re- 
versal on the House investigation of the truck- 
ers’ lobby.

Douglas Recommends. 


In Illinois, three judicial va- 
cancies have gone unfilled, one 
for a year, the other two for 11 
months.

So long 
has the wait been that the third, 
Walter Schaefer, was subsequent- 
ly appointed by Governor Adlai 
Stevenson to the state supreme 
court and later elected to a full 
term on that court. A fourth 
recommendee, Joseph Sam Perry 
of Wheaton, IIl., also has the sup- 
port of former [Illinois Senator 
Scott Lucas.

Politely Formal. 


The two met this week in what 
a cynical observer described as a 
truce, negotiation.

There is one way to get good 
judges on. the federal bench and 
that is to name the best men that 
can be found.

A President interested 
solely in the best possible judi- 
ciary and not in the politics of 
judicial nominees would hardly 
have quibbled so long over the 
Illinois appointments. 

Certainly a President who was 
thinking of retirement and the 
reputation he would leave behind 
should be concerned with the 
highest type of nominee for a ju- 
dicial office that is for life. The 
judiciary is not under glass in a 
political vacuum. But as_ the 
judgeships get pushed more and 
more openly onto the political 
bargain counter, standards will 
correspondingly decline.

Do the British Influence Us? 


HE FREE WORLD has probably little ground to worry about 
the anti-Americanism of Aneurin Bevan and his fellows on the 
extreme left of the British Labor party. 

The antics and attitudes of American alliance, they are play- 


these diverting people, who, with- 
out being Communist, generally 
manage to help the Communists, 
have not really changed for the 


worse. We neither need nor 
should we expect their love. Ail 
of them are confirmed, users of 
what a witty Englishman has 
called “Kingsley Martin’s bottled 
belly-ache,” a drug compounded 
of materialism and muddle, 
sweetened by a dash of sym- 
pathy for the underdog. 


I have known Mr. Bevan for 

many years. His anti-American- 
ism is directed 
less against the 
American peo- 
ple (of whom 
he knows little) 
than against 
c a pitalism. 
There is of 
course some 
frustrated Brit- 
ish nationalism 
in it and a good 
deal of envy. 

Mr. Bevan no- 
toriously lacks judgment. Early 
in 1946 he bet me 20 pounds at 
the house of a doctor friend in 
London, that within five years 
the British people’s living stand- 
ard under socialism would have 
surpassed that of the: American 
people unde capitalism. (If he 
cares to pay that bet, I suggest 
that he turn it over to his favor- 
ite non-political charity.) 

Any individual capable of mak- 
ing such a wager is obviously 
hazy about the future. 


The Unpredictable Kremlin. 


It is not that Mr. Bevan lacks 
intelligence. He is usually in- 
telligent and about tre best ora- 
tor in the House of Commons. 
When he goes wrong, it is not 
because of what he thinks, but 
of what he believes. 

As an orthodox Marxist mate- 
rialist, Mr. Bevan cannot predict. 
the reactions of the fanatically

English Influence Too Great. 


One of the latter, it appears, 
is to destroy the possibility that 
in case of war with the USSR, 
American planes based on Brit- 
ain should immediately bomb 
Soviet cities, thereby inviting re- 
prisals on British cities. Another 
is to reduce the scale of British 
rearmament—with American con- 
sent. In general the purpose of 
the signers seems to be to give 
Britain more say in the formula- 
tion of common policy—specific- 
ally, some sort of veto. 

Any such proposal will, in my 
judgment, turn out to be unac- 
ceptable here. It may astonish 
Englishmen to know that many 
Americans, including this writer, 
believe that British influence is 
already too great. 

Before’ Korea, the British all 
but talked the American Admin- 
istration into abandoning Formo- 
sa and bringing Red China into 
the UN—either of which would 
have been a disaster. The British 
are believed in this country to be 
responsible for the UN bid to 
end the Korean War, leaving that 
country divided along the thirty- 
eighth parallel. 


A Counsel of Despair. 


This is a renunciation of the 
original UN policy and it con- 
stitutes what G. W. Keeton of 
University College, London, re- 
cently called a “counsel of des- 
pair.” Nonetheless, at Britain’s 
behest, the American people have 
committed themselves to accept- 
ing it. 

Any further attempt by Lon- 
don to. strengthen Communist 
China or to back neutral India 
could, in my judgmen te 
anti-Britisk feeling. het 
equal to Mr. Beyan’s anti-Ameri- 
canism, It might well strengthen 
isolationist “ ” to the 
point where it could destroy the

Picture in Paper. 

An Associated Press story and 
picture of Tait which appeared in 
yesterday’s Miami Herald led to 
his capture. ' 

Tait gave up without a strug- 
gle to R.. W. Wall, FBI agent in 
charge of the Miami office, and 
Webb Burke, his assistant. 

Garageman Jesse Marrs recog- 
nized Tait when the gunman 
drove up in his new automobile 
and asked to have it serviced. 

“He was very quiet and 
pleasant and didn’t act at all 
nervous,” Marrs said. “I had his 
car put on the grease rack and 
had it hoisted in the air. Then 
I told our service manager to call 
the FBI and that I’d try to hold 
him here. 

“I told the boys not to let the 
car down but to act like they 
were working on it, but if the 
man came over and told them to 
put it down, to do it. I didn’t 
want anybody to get shot.” 

The FBI had already begun 
closing in on Tait. They had re- 
ceived two other telephone calls 
placing him in the Miami area. 

Seen in Restaurant. . 

Louis Hill, operator of a res- 
taurant in suburban Coral Gables, 
said Tait had been eating in his 
restaurant and looking at an early 
edition of the Herald. He left 
suddenly and when Hill got 
home, he looked through the 
paper. 

“As soon as I saw that pic- 
ture, I nearly fell out of my 
chair,” he said. “My customer 
was Tait.” 

Another call came from Paul 
Campbell, manager of a clothing 
store in Coral Gables, who also 
had recognized Tait from his pic- 
ture and the story in the paper. 
Campbell said Tait went into his 
store Tuesday and bought two 
suits and other clothing. 

“He looked just like any other 
guy,” Campbell said, “but, boy, 
was he loaded. Bought over $200 
worth of clothes and paid for 
them with small bills. I thought 
it was kind of funny that a fel- 
low would have so much money 
in small bills, and when I saw the 
picture in the paper, I knew it 
was Tait.” 

Knew He Was “Hot.” 

Wall said Tait told them he 
had seen his picture in the 
Herald and knew he was “hot” 
fn this area. Tait said he had 
been in the Miami area about 10 
days, coming from Chicago. 

The FBI said Tait has a crim- 
inal record dating back 20 years 
and was shot and badly wounded 
in 1935 in an attempt to bur- 
glarize an Indianapolis bank. 

He was arraigned before a 
United States commissioner on a 
charge of unlawful flight to 
avoid prosecution. If he waives 
extradition, he will be returned 


to Indiana.

WASHINGTON, July 13 (AP 
A Detroit union delegation said 
yesterday Government officials 
had assured it there would be no 
further cuts in automobile pro- 
duction this year. 

The group was headed by Nor- 
man Matthews, director of the 
CIO United Auto Workers’ Chrys- 
ler department. 

The members made a round of 
calls on Government officials to 
discuss large-scale job layoffs. 

Matthews said that National 
Production Administrator Manly 
Fleischmann promised the group 
there would be no further ma- 
terial cuts for the automobile in- 
dustry this year. 

Matthews estimated that 100,000 
automobile workers had been 
made idle in the Detroit area 
alone because of materials cut- 
hacks. He said this is about one- 
fifth of the union’s Detrojt mem- 
bership. 

The industry now is throttled 
by Government orders to an out- 
put of 1,200,000 passenger cars in 
- the July-September period. This 
is about two-thirds of pre-Korean 
production. 

Matthews and Don Montgomery, 
the union’s Washington repre- 
sentative, said Defense Mobiliza- 
tion Director Charles E. Wilson 
and Mrs. Anna Rosenberg, assist- 
ant Secretary of Defense, pledged 
to do everything possible to chan- 
nel new defense work to Detroit 
to alleviate unemployment. 
is Wilson was quoted as saying 

a mistake has been made” by 
defense authorities in expecting 
that defense production could be 
carried out without seriously dis- 
locating employment. 

The group said Wilson and Mrs. 
Rosenberg promised to see what 
can be done toward moving de-. 
fense work, contracted for by 
principal automobile producers, 
from various parts of the country 
to Detroit to take up the slack.

He ins<ucted the 
City Counselor to take such legal 
action as is indicated to make the 
assessments equitable if the in- 
vestigation shows such action is 
advisable. 

hile the tax loss to the city 
is but $26,000 on this year’s re- 
duction, it is $75,000 annually on 
the reduction over the two-year 
period. The Mayor said he found 
it hard to believe that utility as- 
sessments were reduced in times 
like these. 

“In Expanding Period.” 

“We are in a period of expand- 
ing economy and all of the utili- 
ties are rapidly expanding their 
facilities to meet increased de- 
mands,” he said. “I am amazed 
at this reduction in assessments.” 
Crowe said that the city could 
not appeal from the ruling of the 
Tax Commission but could bring 
a suit for review of the commis- 
sion’s action before the Circuit 
Court. 

“The greatest change was a re- 
duction in assessment of the Pub- 
lic Service Co. This was lowered 
to $9,996,000 from $10,330,000. 
Most of the reduction, the com- 
mission said, was due to abandon- 
ment of right-of-way when busses 
were substituted for streetcars.

As for the 
unsolicited manuscripts, it is seldom that the

Although his acting as Gaylord Ravenal (what 
a name!) is no masterpiece of subtlety, being more on the 
vigorous side, he is still plausible. Ava Gardner makes a 
lovely Julie and her performance of the unfortunate gal is 
her best to date.

Good Rough-Hewn Actor 


They start out with a good situation in “THE GUY WHO 
CAME BACK,” opening at the FOX THEATER tonight, but 
the problem is almost as tough for the scripter, Alan Scott, as 
~ for the characters, and the solution is awkward and unconvinc- 
ing. But before it’s through, Paul Douglas 
has found enough material for a fine and 
sympathetic performance as a famous All- 
America and professional football star who 
can’t face the fact he’s through as a player. 

The star, probably around 34 or 35 years 
old and finding it harder each season to cut 
down the yardage around the middle, learns 
-his professional team doesn’t want him any more as a $25,000- 
a-season back, and is offering him only a $5000 backfield coach 
job. He’s been used to being a big man, and can’t take the 
step down. He tries a night club act, which flops miserably, 
and goes on a bender. His wife (Joan Bennett) leaves him, 
taking their son. He tries to get a Navy commission at the 
start of World War II, but an old injury rules him out. He 
finally descends to ham wrestling in cheap clubs, meanwhile 
yearning for his family and tactfully putting off a luscious 
‘brunette (Linda Darnell) who generously throws herself at 
him. | 
The story line is logical and interesting up to this point. 
But they have to solve the psychological dilemma of the big 
guy by waving a dramatic wand. He gets in a professional 
game against a Navy team long enough to be a hero in rah- 
rah style, regain the admiration of his son, and convince him- 
self he’s too aged to play and ought to atcept the coaching job. 
And an admiral, overcome with football mania, assures Paul 
he can get into the Navy. 

Douglas not only is admirably typed physically, but he 
makes the big boy, for all his ego, a human and likable char- 
acter. Miss Bennett and Linda Darnell do -well enough, al- 
though I’m afraid Miss Bennett’s role is made to seem a little 
too selfish and conniving for a true-blue wife. 

The co-feature, which starts ‘onorrow, is “AS YOUNG 
AS YOU FEEL,” which is too reminiscent of “You Can't 
Take It With You” in presenting an eccentric family and a 
simple heart-warming message, and quite a bit far-fetched in 
its plot, but still has some diverting moments.

Service Hospital at Lexington, 
Ky., has diagnosed youthful addice 
tion as “epidemic.” He has tes- 
tified that the number of juve- 
niles under treatment for narcotic 
addiction at Lexington and at the 
Ft. Worth hospital jumped from 
52 in es to 440 in 1950. On 
July 3, 1951, he estimated the 
total for the year wil be 388, a 
drop of 52. 

Dr. Vogel did not agree the 
drop meant drug addiction was 
decreasing among teen-agers but 
he thought the 1951 figure was 
“hopeful.” 

He believed “dope” addiction 
might be a fad among some teen- 
agers, that like other fads, it 
might become “less fashionable.” 

Perhaps no one can discuss the 
problem with more authority than 
Harry J. Anslinger, United States 
commissioner of narcotics and 
United States representative on 
the Narcotics Drug Commission 
of the United Nations’ Economic 
and Social Council. He has fought 
the dope traffic for 20 years. Sir 
Leonard Lyle, of the Internation- 
al Permanent Opium Board calls 
him “the greatest living authority 
on the narcotics traffic.”

HE Bureau of Narcoticg feels 

that it has, in a sense, become 

a forgotten agency. Back in 
1939, Congress voted. $1,267,000 
for narcotics control. Now, 12 years 
and a decade of inflation later, 
Congress authorized only $1,850,- 
000 for control in the fiscal year 
ending last month. 

At present, the Bureau of Nar- 
cotics has only 188 agents to cover 
the United States, its possessions 
and special assignments abroad.

Federal authorities call atten- 


tion to the “forgotten” Customs 
Service at the Port of New York, 
the dope “gateway” of America. 
With the present manpower of the 
service, according to Harry M. 
Durning, Collector of Customs for 
the port, only one out of five 
ships entering New York can be 
searched for’ smuggled narcotics. 
In March, the House of Represen- 
tatives voted a budget appropria- 
tion for the Customs Service for 
next year virtually the same as 
the service’s current allotment. 

In June, 1950, Commissioner 
Anslinger made the following rec- 
ommendations: 

1. There should be a substantial 
increase in the authorized 
strength of the Federal Bureau 
of Narcotics. 

2. Longer sentences for offend- 
ers. The average prison sentence 
meted out in the federal courts 
is 18 months. Short sentences do 
not deter. In districts where we 
get good sentences, the traffic 
does not flourish. 

3. A central agency should 
maintain a gallery of major inter- 
state racketeers and also collect, 


correlate and distribute informa- 
tion about them, 

4. More states should set up 
special state narcotic squads such 
as those in Pennsylvania and Cali- 
fornia. More cities should orga- 
nize special police narcotic squads 
similar to those in Los Angeles 
and New York. | 

Commissioner Anslinger has 
represented the United States at 
every recent international: drug 
conference. Several years ago, 
he secured the pledge of the gov- 
ernments of Great Britain and the 
Netherlands to abolish their vast 
revenue-making drug monopolies.

Word for It

W ATCH the word status. The ° 


pronunciation in best usage 
prefers the long “a” (ay) 
sound, thus: STAY-tuss. 

Government: GUV-ern-m’nt. 
Though “GUV-er-m’nt” and “GUV- 
uh-m’nt” are commonly heard, 
even among statesmen and gov- 
ernment officials, the pronuncia- 
tions are considered slovenly. 

The mispronunciation ‘“miss- 
CHEE-vee-uss” is heard so fre- 
quently that it is not uncommon 
to see the word spelled as ‘“‘mis- 
chievious.” But the last syllable 
is “y-o-u-s” not “v-i-o-u-s.” Bet- 
ter say: MISS-chuh-vuss. 

The first syllable of the word 
finis rhymes with “my, by.” The 
word means “end, conclusion,” 
and because finis is so closely 
associated with the word “finish,” 
the mislocution “FINN-iss” is of- 
ten heard. Avoid it. Correct: 
FY-niss. 

“He is in the VET-runs’ hospi- 
tal.” No. Be sure to give the 
word three syllables, thus: VET- 
er-un. 

A similar word which is er- 
roneously telescoped far too often 
is veterinarian. Sound all six 
syllables, as: VET-er-uh-NEHR- 
ee-un. 

It is not infrequent to hear 
bronchial pronounced as “BRON- 
i-k’l,” even among doctors and 
nurses. Don’t say it. Correct: 
BRONG-kee-ull. 

Another word customarily mis- 
pronounced because of a trans- 

position in sounds is larynx. 
Avoid “LAHR-nix.” The last syl- 
lable is “-ynx,” not “nyx.” Cor- 
rect: LAIR-ingks. 

Watch the word height. Good 
American usage rhymes height 
with “bite, might,” thus: hite.

4. By realistic fines and jail 
sentences make dope peddling un- 
profitable; do not impose fines 
that are only a fraction of a viola- 
tor’s annual “take.” Hit them 
where it hurts — in the pocket- 


book. 

In addition to those programs 
already mentioned, James C. 
Ryan, Federal narcotics super- 
visor of the New York-Northern 
New Jersey District, told these re- 
porters that narcotic enforcement 


‘agents are hoping national pub- 


licity will be given to a resolu- 
tion by the National W.C.T.U. in 
convention at Denver, Colo., 
Sept., 1950.

. NEW YORK, July 13. 

OW that the wider hemline 

has been accepted as the one 

to wear for fall, and surface 
interest has been proclaimed as a 
definite fashion trend, we can 
look for other prophetic features 
to give our last year’s clothes 
that outmoded look. 


Seeking another significant 
style point on which to pin some 
prophecies, we find that the 
sleeve offers the most dynamic 
possibilities. Not only is there 
a bigness about the sleeves of the 
foremost American designers, but 
there is a certain width which in- 
dicates that the droppy, natural 
shoulder is to be banished along 
with the sheath before many 
r. iths have passed. Judging by 
the shape of sleeves, we'll be 
squaring our shoulders by the 
time 1952 arrives. 


The new sleeves are an import- 
ant phase of the new shape to 
clothes. Different creators call 
them by different names but the 
term which seems most descrip- 
tive comes from Pauline Trigere, 
who has one of the most impres- 
sive collections seen thus far as 
part of the New York Dress In- 
stitute’s semi-annual Press Week. 
Pauline, who continues to inject 
a certain Parisian flair into her 
designs although she long ago 
adopted the United States as her 
country, calls her new sleeve the 
“souffle.”

“Let a woman feel these mate- 
rials,” he said, “and you have 
created the desire to wear them— 
providing, of course, that she can 
stand the price.”

He was sure of two 
heart tricks in any case—whether 
he cashed th2 nine and acé, or 
won the first trick with the cce 
and led toward the queen—but 
there might be a decided differ- 
ence in the timing of the subse- 
quent play. With East void of 
hearts, there was a grave danger 
that he might have length in 
clubs, and if that was the case, 
South would have trouble find- 
ing the twelfth trick. 


After due consideration, South 
took the first trick with the heart 
ace and promptly returned the 
heart nine. West saw no reason 
to hold up the king; he won with 
that card and shifted to spades. 


South took the spade trick in 
his own hand and cashed his four 
top clubs, discarding one diamond 
and two hearts from dummy. Now 
he cashed his other spade tricks, 
landing in dummy, and finally 
cashed the heart queen. At this 
point, East was squeezed! West 
had had to give up a diamond 
earlier, to protect his heart jack, 
and now East had the sorry choice 
of relinquishing his high club, or 
reducing his own hand to two dia- 
monds, thus allowing South to run 
his own three diamonds.

CHILDREN do not look at “problems” as ‘we do, fortu- 
nately for all concerned. They accept things without too 
much inquiry into the reasons and without too much anxiety 
about the results. If we present a coming event happily, 
making it as pleasant a prospect as possible, the children are 
likely to accept our view of things and go along happily with it. 

What causes most of the trouble in family adjustments 
is the attitudes of the adults. Their emotions color events. 
If they have to part with a child they have learned to love, see 
him transfer his affection, his dependence for affection, on 
others, they are likely to resent the change and their feelings 
are transferred to the child. Then there is trouble, surely. 

Concealing such feelings is difficult. Being unselfish 
about such things is almost beyond human effort.

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RANDMOTHERS who reared their children by the aid 
G of rigid schedules cannot bear to see a child sleep as_ 

long as it wishes between meals. One grandmother 
wanted me to tell her daughter that the baby would be much 
better if it was wakened and fed regularly. 
| It seems good sense to allow a baby to sleep when he 

wishes and eat when he is awake and hungry. He does a much 
better job of filling himself up. A sleepy baby will eat a 
little, doze a little and then fall asleep again without be- 
coming satisfactorily fed. Then if he is awake in an hour 
or so, and crying, his mother is sure to say he has to wait 
until it is time to eat. ' 

It is only the small baby under 4 months of age who is 
allowed the privilege of eating and sleeping as it pleases him. 
And even the baby of this age will put himself on a schedule, 
though it may not be a classic three- or four-hour one.

He is sallow complexioned, wears 
clothes well and would not look 
out of place riding a de luxe train 
or Iclling in the lobby of a first- 
class hotel. 

He has thick, brown hair and 
regular features. He speaks slow- 
ly, has a poker-faced demeanor. 
He doesn’t “pop off” too quickly 
and weighs his words before 
speaking. He usually carries a 
brief case. 

But he’s a Marxist to the core. 
He once worked in Russia. His 
rating in the United States Polit- 
buro was high, and even though 
some of the members have dis- 
appeared, including Thompson, 
he still is on the national board 
of the Communist party.

E was born June 21, 1915, at 

Grant’s Pass, Ore. He com- 

pleted grammar school and 
attended one term of high school 
in Portland, Ore., leaving school 
in 1929 to work in Oregon lum- 
ber mills and logging camps. 

Thompson had the build for 
hard work. He-is 5 feet 9% 
inches tall; eyes dark brown and 
steady. 

He joined the Communist party 
in 1933 after his family had

In August 
1935 he went to France and ‘con- 
tinued on to Moscow for a meet- 
ing of the Young Communist 
League. 

He remained in Russia almost 
two years. He worked at the 
Kaganovich ball bearing plant in 
Moscow as a maintenance ma- 
chinist. He also attended classes 
in Marxism-Leninism. 

Leaving Russia in 1937, he 
went to Spain. Phere he joined 


the International Brigade of the 
Spanish Republican army. He was 
wounded in action. 

When he feturned to the United 
States in January 1938, he was a 
more ardent Communist. than 


ever,

ERTAIN birds have been 
C called “the swiftest that 

sweep the seas.” They also 
have been described as “‘probably 
the most graceful and dashing of 
all birds.” 


The birds of which I speak are 
known as “frigate birds.” An old 
name for them is “man-of-war 
birds.” 


The idea for the “man-of-war” 
name seems to have come from 
their custom of making war (in 
a sense of the word):on certain 
other birds. When a gull or tern 
picks up a fish from the ocean a 
frigate bird may sweep down and 
make it drop the fish. The frig- 
ate bird is skillful in seizing the 
fish, sometimes catching it in 
mid-air. 

Such actions mark frigate birds 
as robbers. I must add, however, 
that they often capture their own 
fish. They have webbed feet and 
can paddle a little in the water, 
but usually they soar well above 
the sea. - 

Frigate birds often have a 
length of 3% feet. When their 
wings are spread apart, the dis- 
tance from tip to tip is likely to 
be at least five feet, and may be 
74% feet. 
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WE FIND frigate birds in the 
Torrid Zone at almost any longi- 
tude in the world. They fly over 
the ‘Atlantic, the Pacific and the 
Indian Oceans. Some of them 
spend their time in places which 
are north or south of the Torrid 
Zone. Florida has some of them,

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also California, Texas and Louisi- 
ana. 

A few frigate birds “get off the 
track,” and fly to inland places. 
They have been reported in Wis- 
consin, Iowa, Kansas and Ohio. 


By nature, however, frigate 
birds make their homes where 
there is salt water. They like to 
nest on high cliffs, but in some 
places they build rude nests in 
trees or bushes. -One egg (about 
the size of a hen’s egg) usually is 
laid in a nest, but there may be 
two, or even three, eggs in a nest. 

Frigate birds flock together. 
They nest in colonies, and hun- 
dreds of them may be seen flying 
about.
